The section of the four-lane Ohio 
River-Lake E rie freeway that will 
be built near E ast Liverpool in the 
1959-60 biennium represents an in­ 
vestm ent 
of

and civic leaders at an informal 
luncheon here Friday afternoon. 
The segm ent of the river-lake 
highway will begin at the E ast 
Liverpool city lim its and extend 
to the junction of the Y. & O. Rd., 
roughly following the course of 
present Routes 7 and 30. 
Plans for construction of the 
first stage here w ere announced 
early this year, but Noble supplied 
the first firm estim ate of the cost 
in the m eeting yesterday.

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An Issue Has Adopted A Party 


Political reporters scouting the hinterlands 
for news of the campaign are sending back 
word that Republicans in every place where 
there is a two-party system are making un* 
ion-politician domination of government their 
main issue. 
The reporters point out that this has be­ 
come the chief reliance of both Republican 
and Democratic candidates for Congress, but 
that it is principally the reliance of Repub­ 
licans because union-political domination of 
the Democratic party is now so nearly com­ 
plete. 
They explain that Republican candidates in 
need of an issue to bring about a division 
of voters in their constituencies have jumped 
at a chance to take advantage of this one, 
because the two issues they had been count­ 
ing on in 1958 are shaky. 
They can say that the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration has kept peace, because there is no 
war. They can say that it has maintained 
prosperity, because there is a comeback from 
the recession. 
But peace is uneasy, and the comeback is 
not complete. But the Republican candidates 
needed an issue on which they could take an 
unequivocal stand. 
But the issue of whether the American 
people are ready to let government be domi­ 
nated by the union executives needed a party. 
The chairman of the Democratic National 


All Eves Are On Ohio Showdown 


The only industrialized 
state that has 
banned compulsory membership in unions so 


far is Indiana, where the decision was made 


by the State Legislature. 
Ohio and California are the first indus­ 
trialized states to put the decision to a popu­ 
lar vote, and this has heavy bearing on the 
intensity of the campaign for and against the 
proposal in both states. 


All eyes are on the showdown, particularly 
in Ohio. 
If a popular vote backs a ban on compul­ 
sory membership in unions in this centrally 
situated state, which is a vital part of the 
vast industrial complex of the heart region 
of the nation, every member of the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
and every U.S. 
senator will sense which way the wind is 
blowing in the issue over the leadership of 
the labor union heads — all of them, includ­ 
ing the unsavory ones who are being kept 
out of sight until after Nov. 4. 
Every state politician who has been won­ 
dering whether to take his chances on a tie- 


up with union leadership that would under­ 
write some of his expenses in return for his 
vote and his support will be warned that 
such a tie-up may not turn out to be an 
unmitigated blessing. 
Congress will be put on notice that public 
opinion may be ready for a federal ban on 
compulsory union membership. Political lead­ 
ership in other states will be made to know 
there are more votes to be won one way 
than the otherway. The union shop issue 
would be blown wide open. 
This accounts for the intensity of the cam­ 
paign for and against the proposal in this 
state. There is similar intensity in Califor­ 
nia, though there is less at stake in the 
California showdown because the California 
population is not as typical a cross-section 
as the population of Ohio. 
What happens in Ohio is a clue to what is 
likely to happen in Illinois, Michigan, Penn­ 
sylvania, New York and New Jersey. 
In effect, the forthcoming vote on Issue No. 
2 on the Ohio ballot will be a multi-million- 
voter poll on a question of national policy.

The Winds Blow 


Boisterous fall winds are roaring 
again 
through the embattled Formosa Strait. 
Nature adds its own hazards in this chan­ 
nel between the southeast China coast and 
the island of Formosa where Red and Na­ 
tionalist Chinese have carried on a running 
duel for the last decade. 


How dangerous the winds can be was shown 
recently when a group of Asian newsmen 
drowned after their small amphibious craft 
capsized during supply-landing operations off 
the Nationalist-held Quemoy. 


Formosa Strait lies in the Pacific'* earth­ 
quake and typhoon belt. The typhoon season 
proper comes between May and October, but 
the big blows—Pacific counterparts of Atlan­ 
tic hurricanes—have struck in nearly every 
month of the year. 


Strong gales also are prevalent in the strait, 
especially from October to March. During 
World War II, the United States Navy warned 
navigators that October’s mean wind velocity 
is 69.1 miles an hour. 
Formosa Strait is a sizable body of water, 
about 250 miles long and 75 miles wide at 
its narrowest. It is a strategic sea lane of the 
Orient, linking the East China 
and South 
Seas. To the south are the Philippines and 
Indonesia; on the n o r t h , 
K o r e a 
and 
Manchuria. 


The strait's western waters wash R e d 
China along a jagged shore line studded with 
peninsulas and islands. Among the many off­ 
shore islands are the Nationalist Matsus and 
Quemoys which have drawn world attention 
as targets of Communist attack.

If similar laws are 
passed in these six states, then 
virtually half the U.S. will be cov­ 
ered by them. That’s an incontro­ 
vertible sampling of what the peo­ 
ple think of American labor lead­ 
ers and the unions of today.

House Committee Can Do Constructive Job

Governmental agencies responsi­

Agents of the "hate groups” are 
undoubtedly the perpetrators of the 
bombings — the most despicable 
acts of violence America has seen 
in a long time—but the big ques­ 
tion is the identity of the m aster­ 
minds behind the plots. 
The House Committee on un- 
American Activities four years ago 
issued a report on "hate groups” 
but conceded it had not had the 
opportunity to make as exhaustive 
an examination as was needed. A 
few days ago, the Jewish War Vet­ 
erans rightly asked the House com­ 
mittee to pursue the matter. 
In the 1954 report, the House 
committee denounced the "organ­ 
ized hate group, which masquer­ 
ades as a defender of our republi­ 
can form of government yet con­ 
ducts hate campaigns against ra­ 
cial and religious minorities in the 
infamous tradition of the Fascist 
dictatorships.” 
The report went on to say: 
"The hate group appeals to the 
unwary by a cynical use of con­ 
cepts having a deep emotional ap­ 
peal to the majority of decent citi­ 
zens — love of God, country, home; 
or antipathy to Communism. Amid 
protestations of patriotism and re­ 
ligious devotion, these groups pro­ 
pagate hoaxes and smears aimed 
at setting creed against creed and 
race against race. They use the 
divisive tactics of the Communists 
whom they allegedly deplore.” 


IN A SENSE, the "divisive tac­ 
tics” have been partly successful. 
Already some hot-heads are blam­ 
ing the bombings on the "clim ate” 
created by editors and writers who 
have had the temerity in Free 
America to discuss a highly con­ 
troversial question like integration. 
If the same misguided logic were 
applied, then the justices of the 
Supreme Court who four years ago 
brought the controversy into such 
sharp focus in the United States 
would have to accept some of the 
blame, too. 
"Hate groups” were operating 
against racial and religious groups 
long before the 1954 decision on de­ 
segregation in the schools. 
Nowhere in America have the 
bombings 
b e e n 
deplored 
with 
more indignation than in the South. 


As for the "hate groups,” they, 
like their Communist auxiliaries, 
always try to fish in troubled 
waters. 
They endeavored deliberately to 
provoke just the reaction that the 
bombings have just produced from 
those who are condemning whole 
areas and all the people therein. 
The answer to a most vexatious 
problem, political or social, never 
is to be found by suppression of 
news 
or 
in 
stifling 
discussion. 
Rumors fly fast when news is sup­ 
pressed, and the end result is 
worse than exposure would have 
been. 
It is an ill wind that blows no 
good — and the fullest revelation 
of the existence of organized "hate 
groups” and what they do is bound 
to alert more and more Ameri­ 
cans hereafter to the insidious 
campaigns which have been waged 
in the past to cause friction be­ 
tween religions and between races. 


THERE WAS A time when a 
good deal of anti-Catholic propa­ 
ganda was being widely spread in 
this country by organized groups, 
and some of it still persists. But 
an expose every now and then did 
more than any other single influ­ 
ence to squelch such un-American 
activities. 
The committee of the House can 
do a constructive service next Jan­ 
uary by beginning a systematic 
study of the "hate groups” and 
their relationship to persons and 
organizations in foreign countries 
who send their literature here and 
supply funds for its distribution. 
To say that the recent bombings 
are in any way the responsibility 
of those Americans who live in the 
South or who have expressed them­ 
selves on these issues is to add 
fuel to the flames of friction. It 
will be resented, as it properly 
should be. 
Likewise, those who insist on 
mislabeling every adverse com­ 
ment on the integration issue as 
"defiance” or "resistance” or as 
advocating "lawlessness” are pro­ 
moting the chauvinistic doctrine 
that only the state can speak and 
that the citizen must accept an en­ 
forced silence. 
In interpreting the First Amend­ 
ment of the Bill of Rights, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has upheld the right 
of 
Communist 
sympathizers 
to 
preach and advocate the overthrow 
of our government by force. This 
is going pretty far. 
Certainly, Americans should at 
least have the right to advocate, if 
they wish, such an innocuous cause 
as private schools for their chil­ 
dren and to argue publicly for law­ 
ful ways of organizing such insti­ 
tutions without being charged with 
“ defiance” and “ resistance” and 
“lawlessness.” 
The First Amendment is still 
supposed to protect th# utterances 
of true liberals as well as "phony” 
liberals. 
Spying On Mars

WASHINGTON 
Early next month Navy astron­ 
omers will attempt to measure the 
water vapor in the atmosphere of 
Mars with instruments mounted on 
top of a balloon more than 
16 
miles above the earth. 
The ascent will be piloted by 
Cmdr. 
Malcom 
D. Ross, t h e 
Navy’s veteran stratosphere bal­ 
loonist. He will take off from 
Rapid City, S.D., shortly before 
sunset, when the red planet is in 
the most favorable position for ob­ 
servations. 
Accompanying him will be Dr. 
John Strong of Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
versity, under contract with the 
Office of Naval Research. 
The possible existence of water 
is of great significance in any 
speculation concerning the pres­ 
ence of life on the planet. The 
question, Navy astronomers stress, 
remains quite debatable. 


Existence of water vapor in the 
extremely thin atmosphere 
long 
has been suspected because of the 
planet’s white polar caps, which 
wax and wane with the Martian 
seasons. 
The 
assumption 
was 
greatly 
strengthened 
a 
few years 
ago 
when Dr. Gerard Kuiper of 
the 
University of Chicago s h o w e d 
close similarities between the light 
reflected by these polar caps and 
that from snow. 
It now is believed, however, 
that if all the Martian vapor were 
condensed to liquid it probably 
would not occupy a layer more 
than a small fraction of a milli­ 
meter thick over the planet's en­ 
tire surface. Almost certainly, the 
Martian atmosphere is extremely 
arid. No bodies of liquid water 
could last long in so dry an at­ 
mosphere. So there are no lakes, 
rivers or oceans on mars.

‘‘I know most of the other buy­ 
ers and many of them are doing 
the same thing,” Smith explained. 
“It will be only a m atter of time 
before most of the horses are back 
with the original Amish farm ers.” 
The Amish had refused to pay 
social security taxes because of 
religious beliefs opposing them. The 
government then seized the horses 
to satisify claims.

In U.S. Spurs Heart Ailment 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP>-A med­ 
ical research team has turned up 
some physical evidence suggest­ 
ing that stresses imposed by liv­ 
ing in the United States hasten 
coronary disease. 
The investigators examined mi­ 
nutely the hearts and great ar­ 
teries of 139 Negroes in South 
Carolina and 128 Negroes in Hai­ 
ti. They found twice as much 
coronary artery hardening in the 
South Carolinas as in the H; - 
tians. 
* 
Results of the study were re­ 
ported today in a paper before 
the American Heart Assn. by Dr. 
Dale Groom, of the Medica Col­ 
lege of South Carolina at Charle­ 
ston. Dr. Groom headed the un­ 
dertaking. - 
The hearts and arteries were 
taken at autopsy, without regard 
to the cause of death. The amount

‘Air’ Vaccination Against TR 
Looms For School Children 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The day 
may be near when children in a 
crowded classroom will be vac­ 
cinated against tuberculosis by 
merely breathing the air around 
them. 
A new' method of taking anti­ 
tuberculosis vaccine—it’s inhaled 
—was described Friday night by 
the man who developed it, Dr. 
Gardner Middlebrook. 
The 34-year-old scientist, himself 
once a victim of the disease, re­ 
vealed 
the process 
before the 
Cleveland Society for Diseases of 
the Chest. 
But there's one drawback for 
use in this country. The skin test 
for tuberculosis, preferred by doc­ 
tors here, is rendered useless by 
the vaccine Dr. Middlebrook em­ 
ploys. It is a weak form of the 
tuberculosis germ which attacks 


humans and 
ms produces posi­ 
tive results in the skin test. 
The method has two advantages, 
research shows: 
The amount of vaccine needed 
in one under-the-skin vaccination 
will immunize 1.000 persons by 
! airborne vaccination, as the tech­ 
nique is called. 
And large numbers of human 
beings can fc 
vac nated at the 
same 
time—a 
classroom 
filled 
with children, or a theater filled 
with patrons. 
* 
Airborne vaccination, Dr. Mid­ 
dlebrook claims, is about 80 per 
cent effective. It was tested on 
guinea pigs at the Natior a1 Jew­ 
ish Hospital in Denver, where Dr. 
Middlebrook 
is director of 
re­ 
search and laboratories. 
It will soon be ready for field 
trials on human beings.
